The words it discovers for you are those you have momentarily forgot- 
ten or those you never knew or those of whose meanings you were not 
quite certain. If I tell you how the concept originated, it may make the idea 
more quickly understandable. 

One evening a couple of us, in the course of conversation, got onto the 
subject of Chinese cuisine. My friend said he was especially fond of won 
ton soup. That led me to remark that the words ‘‘won ton’’ made perhaps 
even more sense if they were read backward. Whereupon my friend cried 
out, ‘“Yes, just like that famous sentence, ‘Madam, I’m Adam.’ What do 
you call that kind of sentence?’’ I replied, ‘‘I know the word you want, but 
I’m damned if I can think of it at this moment. But anyway, ‘won ton’ is 
not what that word refers te, because then ‘won ton’ would have to read 
exactly the same backward as forward. And it doesn’t.”’ 

On and off, between drinks, the two of us struggled for the rest of the 
evening to recall that word, elusive and yet familiar to both of us. 

The next morning I telephoned him in triumph. ‘‘You know what we 
needed?’’ I said. ‘‘A reverse dictionary.’’ 

““A what?’’ said he. 

**A reverse dictionary. When we couldn’t think of that word last night 
we would have gone to the reverse dictionary and looked under the b’s for 
‘backward,’ and it would have said something like, ‘backward—a sentence 
that reads backward the same as forward: PALINDROME.’ Or we could have 
looked under the r’s for ‘reverse’ and it would have said, ‘reverse—a sen- 
tence that reads the same in reverse as forward: PALINDROME.”’ Or if nei- 
ther of those definitions had occurred to us, we could have tried under the 
r’s for ‘right to left—a sentence that reads from right to left just as it does 
from left to right: PALINDROME.’ Get it?”’ 

He got it, all right, and that is how this project began. 

It has entailed labor, to be sure, but it was lovable labor. I found it lov- 
able and so did Jane Wagner, who toiled mightily and perceptively as my 
collaborator. Our labor involved two principal tasks. One was selecting the 
words to be included in this lexicon; the other was framing the definitions 
in ways that would make the words readily findable. 
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In selecting the entries, we had to hit a happy medium between com- 
monplace, everyday words that everyone except a thirteen-month-old in- 
fant knows (and would never have to grope for) and words that are so 
remote from general use that only a specialist in a particular field would 
have occasion to employ them. Thus you won't find and or the or boy or 
box in this dictionary, nor will you find many words like bradykinin or in- 
tratelluric or thysanuran. But you will find brouhaha and cholesterol and 
alliteration and danseur. 

Framing the definitions was somewhat more difficult. Let me first set 
forth two items of terminology that we used and that will be used in this 
introduction. The word to be defined—that is, the word the user of this 
dictionary is groping for—we call the target word. The first word or words 
of each definition—that is, the word or phrase that is a synonym for the 
target word, or at least bears a sense relation to it—we call the clue word. 
It is the clue words that are alphabetized in this vocabulary and it is the 
clue words that lead into definitions of the target words. 

Naturally in most instances these clue words cannot be the first words 
that ordinarily appear in dictionary definitions, since dictionary definitions 
often begin with such things as “‘of or pertaining to”’ or “*the act of** or 
‘‘any of various substances.”’ Phrases like those would not be helpful here; 
the first word of each entry must be meaningful. In addition, it must be a 
word that most likely would occur to the groper for a target word. Let's 
say the groper was groping for *‘Adonis’*; most probably he would tum to 
the h’s and look for ‘‘handsome”’ or he would turn to the m’s and look for 
**man.’’ Either way he would be rewarded: Under the h’s he would find 
**handsome man: ADONIS” and under the ms he would find **man of great 
beauty: ADONIS.’’ And he would be at grope’s end. 

Although we have tried to adhere to dictionary definitions—particularly, 
although not exclusively, to the concise ones in Funk and Wagnalls Stan- 
dard College Dictionary—we have sometimes had to modify them so as to 
begin with meaningful clue words. Moreover, although our definitions 
give the sense of the target word accurately, their wording on a few oc- 
casions does not conform to the part of speech of the target word. For in- 
stance, one entry for the noun “‘agnosticism*’ is not a noun but rather a 
phrase: *‘God’s existence questioned.’’ Using that definition provides a 
helpful clue word—**God’s’’"—and no damage is done to the word's 
meaning. This book is not, after all, a conventional dictionary. 

Still, for a person momentarily lacking any kind of conventional dic- 
tionary whatever, this lexicon could help fill the gap. The target words ap- 
pear alphabetically at the back of the book as an index, accompanied by 
page numbers that tell where their definitions or synonyms may be found. 
In other words, this reverse dictionary if used in reverse could be a con-

ventional dictionary, though a very abridged one. That puts it one up on a 
normal dictionary, which can be used in only one direction. Of course, the 
definitions in this one are not so detailed nor so comprehensive as those in 
a conventional dictionary, and they are not intended to be. Yet they do 
give more than a hint of what each target word means. 

This reverse dictionary is not a thesaurus either, yet within the limitation 
of the number of words it contains it can serve a similar purpose. The nor- 
mal thesaurus throws masses of synonyms and closely or distantly related 
words at you, often leaving you to find your own way out of the jungle it 
has created. This lexicon gives you, by means of the clue words, syn- 
onyms or closely related expressions ranging from one to five or six for 
each target word. For the target word ACAUDAL, all that anyone needs for a 
synonym or a definition is “‘tailless.’’ For the target word AMBIENCE, how- 
ever, more is required, and in this vocabulary you will find five entries, as 
follows: 

—atmosphere of a place or situation 

—environmental distinctiveness 

—feel of a place or situation 

—milieu 

—surroundings 

Thus when using this dictionary for its principal purpose, if you could 
not recall the word AMBIENCE you could look under any one of those five 
entries and there the target word would be awaiting you. On the other 
hand, if you were looking for another way of saying ‘‘ambience,’’ you 
could look in the index and be referred to all of those five entries. In doing 
that you would be using this work as a thesaurus. 

Parenthetically, listing those five entries referring to AMBIENCE brings to 
mind one of the fascinating difficulties we encountered in devising this dic- 
tionary. We found we had to be seers—mind readers for thousands of peo- 
ple. We constantly kept asking ourselves the question, “‘If Jane Doe Smith 
couldn’t recall Word A, what kindred word or expression to look under 
would pop into her mind?’’ We tried to think of as many relevant look-up 
words as we could and thus the clue words kept multiplying. 

That process gave the book a lagniappe that hadn’t occurred to us at 
first: the more entries the wider the opportunity for service to word 
fiends—vocabulary builders, crossword-puzzle workers and double-crostic 
solvers. After all, the pattern of this book is not unlike that of a crossword 
puzzle dictionary, though neither could replace the other. But if the cross- 
word puzzle demanded a six-letter word for a “‘handsome man,’’ you 
would find ‘‘Adonis’’ waiting for you in these pages. 

If you wanted to get still more fun out of this basically serious book, 
you could use it to generate new word games in your living room. For in- 
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stance, after the first round of cocktails, the host, leafing through these 
pages, could ask Guest A, ‘‘What’s a word for an ancient adding ma- 
chine?’’ If the guest came up with ‘‘abacus,’’ the host could reward him 
with a second cocktail. Then the host could turn to Guest B and say, 
‘‘Give me any one of a half a dozen definitions of ‘abecedarian,’ ’’ and if 
Guest B scratched his head in vain, the host could say, ‘‘What you need is 
another cocktail,’ and give it to him. And so it could go. 

Fundamentally, however, this book is designed with a serious purpose. 
It is intended to help all users of English, and particularly serious writers, 
to find words that temporarily are eluding them or words that they did not 
know even existed. It has as a chief purpose keeping them from settling for 
a second-best word by making easily available the precise word they 
require and should have. And needless to say, precision in language is a 
continuing imperative.
